This 
leaves but little for the State Commis- 
sion to do in the way of temporary relief, 
but hundreds of people have deen left ab- 
solutely destitute. Their homes and every 
article of theirs is absolutely destroyed. 
To re-establish these people as far as pos- 
sible in their old homes, and, when prac- 
tieable, to locate them elsewhere under 
such conditions as will enable them to 
support themselves, will be the endeavor of 
the commission. 

“The sufferers by this fire are an excel- 
lent class of people, and they represent 
fairly the people of the State. Their re- 
quests are moderate, but the commission 
finds a very large amount of money, 
building material and supplies will be 
needed. While contributions of material 
are acceptable, the commission would re- 
mind the people of the State that money 
is the most portable and useful contribu- 
tion possible. Most of the people want to 
be ‘re-established in their r and for 
this money is needed.“ 

MORE DESTRUCTION.

THE LYNCHERS OF THE SIX NE- 
GROES KNOWN. 


Statement of a Sheriff’s Son Who 
Was Invited to Take a Hand— 
Guilty Parties to Be 


~ 


MEMPHIS (Tenn.,) Sept, 9.—The 


‘plot. of the lynching of six alleged negro 
inoendiaties near Mining ton on the night 
of August 31 has been laid bare, and before 
many hours elapse, every man implicated 
in the conspiracy will be in jail. 

Robert ‘McCarver, son of J. A. McCarver, 
Sheriff of Shelby county, is the man who 
exposed the conspiracy. He was before the 
grand jury last night and told the whole 
story. In his testimony he said he was in- 
vite? to participate in the lynching by H. 
N. Smith, one of the men now in the 
County Jail, under indictment for com- 
plicity in the lynching. Smith gave Mc- 
Carver the names of the men who would 
compose the mob and told how the negroes. 
would be arrested by Detective W. S. 
Richardson, placed in a ‘wagon and driven 
to Big Creek Swamp, where they would 
be in waiting. 

When the invitation to assist in the as- 
sassination was given to young McCarver, 
it was represented that his father knew of 
it and that Judge Cooper of the Criminal 
Court was not in the dark. These repre- 
‘sentations were untrue and were made by 
Smith with the intention, if possible, of 
mixing Sheriff, McCarver in the affair, 
through his son, so his hands would be tied 


by the authorities. Young McCarver de- 
olined to join the mob, and on the day 
after the lynching, disclosed the details of 
the plot to Joseph Thiers and Hoffman. 
It was through these men that the grand 
jury obtained its first information about 
the conspiracy and the importance of Me- 
Carver’s testimony. 

‘Criminal Court Judge Cooper today after 
hearing McCarver’s statements, ordered 
him placed under $10,000 bond to insure his 
presence at the trial of the lynchers. 

‘A call was issued today by the pastors of 
all the colored chiirches for a mass-meet- 
ing tomorrow night for the purpose of 
publicly. thanking Gov. Turner, Judge 
Cooper and the white citizens of Memphis 
tor the determination they have shown to 
bring the Millington lynchers to justice.

HYGIENIC CONGRESS. 


Much Confusion Over the Resolu- 
tions Introduced. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

BUDA PESTH, Sept. 9.—(By Atlantic , 
Cable.) At the session of the Hygienic Con- 
gress, an interesting pa on cholera was 
read by Dr. Ernest Harts. He argued that 
the disease came from the valley of the 
Ganges, where there is an utter disregard 
of any sanitary precautions and where the. 
people habitually drink polluted water. Dr. 
Harts said it seemed persons could even 
touch and rub cholera patients with im- 
punity. The dangér consisted in ‘the swal- 
lowing of the bacillus, which, the doctor 
contended, lived two lives—one in the 
human body, multiplying within the pa- 
tient and produced by him abundantly, 
and the other outside the body in damp 
round, dirty water, etc., to be swallowed 


dy some one else in order to start again 


on its destructive course. 

Cholera, he said, is spread bro 0 dy 
pilgrims to Mecca and elsewhere. The 
government of India must watch the fes- 


-tivals in that country and Europe, by in- 


ternational agreement, should guard the 
pilgrims’ track by isolating early’ cases. 
The Sultan of Turkey ought to adopt 
measures for the thorough sanitation of 
Mecca, which is a nursery of cholera. 

Upon the conclusion of the reading of 
the paper, a resolution was adopted ex- 
pressing the full approval of the congress. 
Some disagreement ensued regarding the 
number of resolutions submitted, owing 
to the fact that many of them were not. 
translated and were apparently not under- 
stood by a majority of those present. 

At an early stage of the discussion Dr. 
Billings, who represents the American 
government and several scientific bodies, 
energetically protested against the whole- 
sale adoption of resolutions that were un- 
explained and imperfectly understood and 
urged that an international congress of 
this kind should only pass resolutions re 
garding which a general consensus of 
opinion existed. He would object to every. 
resolution and challenged the batch. 

The voting had increased the confusion 
and resolutions were now rejected for no 
apparent reason. Dr. Billings then read 
his protest and demanded that the number 
of votes on each resolution to be recorded.

Unfavorable Weather Last Week— 
Wheat and Grain. 

Associated Press Leased-wire Service, 
LONDON, Sept. 9. — (By Atlan- 
tic Cable.) There has been un- 
favorable weather the past week. A fair 
proportion of the wheat has been har- 
vested in good condition. Wheat during 
the past week has been quiet owing. to 
increasing American and European crop 
estimates, and there has been a further 
loss of 3s to 6d. The best English wheat 
was quoted at 22s, and inferior English 
wheat at 20s. Few cargoes of wheat were 
sold, but it is suggested that the reduced 
yield of maize and potatoes will stimulate 
the ultimate consumption. Flour was life- 
less, and prices were the lowest on record. 
Bakers were quoted at 14s to 15s. Min- 
pe patents were quoted at 21s to 
218 &d, 
In maize there was a large speculative 
business and higher prices. Buyers are 
now waiting for the bureau report. Stocks 
on the Danube-are very small. There was 


the feature being American purchases of 
Russian barley at 12s 3d to 128 9d coat, 
insurance and freight. Oats were stag- 
nant owing to satisfactory crops here. 
The money market during the week 
was very dull and rates were unchanged. 
Possible gold withdrawals for shipment 
abroad are mooted, but there is no pres- 
ent indication for such a movement. The 
feature in the stock was the renewed 
strong demand for first-class stocks, owing 
to the cheapness of money. The recent 
advance in most speculative securities led 
to considerable selling orders to realize 
the available profits. Prices of »peculative 
stocks constantly decreased. Incorporation 
and colonial stocks revived. The advance 
was particularly noticeable in colonial 
ocks, Cape 5%, showing a rising of 10 
points over the lowest price of this year. 
Canadian Pacific 3% per cent. showed an 
advance of & points over the lowest price 


Home railway securities. were in -poor 
demand and prices were unsteady, slightly 
lower. Foreign securities were frregular. 
It is ann@unced that a syndicate has pur- 
chased 500,000 pounds worth of Buenos 
Ayres waterworks bonds held by the 
Barings. This transaction will make a 
satisfactory showing in the Bank of En- 
gland’s statement as to the Barings liquida- 
tions.

THE ABSURDITY OF ‘STRIKES. 


One of the most remarkable things 
about this strike business is the man- 
ner in which men will persist in going 
into such unreasonable movements 
when experience has shown so plainly 
that they have but the very smailest 
chance pf succeeding, as success is 
understood from the strikers’ point 


of view, while the chances are ninety- } 


nine to one that the result will be lost 
and misery to all those who partici 
pate in them, except the few profes- 
sional agitators who have everything 
to gain and nothing to lose by such 
disturbances, and who play the part 


of vultures hovering over the corpses | 


which lie strewn upon a field of bat- 
tle. Even a child, when it has burned 
its fingers once, is cautious about play- 
ing with fire; but these men seem un- 
able or unwilling to profit by the ex- 
perience of the past. It is a curious 
phase of human nature, a phase whieh 
one would not expect to find among 


the intelligent workingmen of this 


country, where education is so widely 
disseminated and is open to all alike. 

The story of strikes is the same the 
world over. Everywhere they result 
in incalculable losses of money th em- 
ployer, to employees and to the public, 
arouse ill-feeling between capital and 
labor, and cause discomfort to all in 
any way concerned with them. Worst 
of all, they seldom accomplish any- 
thing. Figures furnished by the 
labor correspondent of the British 
Board of Trade, in his report on the 
strikes and lockouts in the United 
‘Kingdom during 1892, show how true 
these facts are of that country. There 
occurred in that year 692 strikes and 
8 lockouts, affecting altogether 871,799 
persons. Of the strikes 345 were settled 
either by mutual conciliation or by me- 
diation, 115 by submission by the 
strikers, 79 by the strikers being re- 
placed, 33 by conciliation and sub- 
mission on their part, 13 by concilia- 
tion and by some of the hands being 
replaced, 22 by the submission and re- 
placing of the strikers, hut only 16 by 
4 arbitration, and not a single one re- 
sulted in an unconditional victory for 
the strikers. — 

Yet, in spite of all this, we shall see 
more strikes from time to time, and 
more depression and misery following 
those strikes. Surely, however, we 
may venture to hope that before many 
years the workingmen of this country 
will come to their senses and refuse 


| to be any longer made the tools of 
| men who care nothing either for the 


workingmen or for the employers, or 
for anything except their own miser- 
able, selfish selves. .

view declared that the company will 
be compelled to close up business un- 
less the farmers are willing to sell 
their beets at a reduced price. Mr. 
Hamilton said: 


Under the operations of the McKinley 
tariff law our factories were slowly but 
eurely gainimg the confidence of the farm- 
ers of Nebraska. We were paying $5 per 
ton for beets and at this figure the farm- 
ers were raising beets at a liberal profit. 
They were beginning to become enthusi- 
astic over beet culture. Asa proof of this 

I have only to cite the fact that 
the finst year 'we commenced operations at 
Norfolk the farmers raised but 300 acres 
of beets. Last year they raised 900 acres, 
while this year they have 4200 acres and 
we were compelled to close our contract 
books last April because more beets were 
Akely to be raised than ‘we could well 
take care of. Under the new tariff bill

The situation in Southern California 
is substantially the same as that in 
Nebraska.

In Kansas City, for instance, the man- 
agement of the schools is, by consent of 
both dominant parties, kept entirely out 
of political control.

Now, as thé result of our two years’ de- 
liberation, we are a well-organized body. 
We have a chairman and committees and 
sub-committees in every ward and pre- 
cinct, not only of this city, but throughout 
the entire county. Wherever we have 
broached the matter and explained our 
aims, as embodied in the resolutions above 
referred to, non-sectarian and non-partisan 
control of the public schools, friends spring 
up on every side, Protestants, Catholics 
and Jews; Democrats and Republicans, 
Populists and Prohibitionists. Hence our 
conclusion that the time had come when 
we might toss our ball into the snow 
of 8 opinion” and roll it up to suc- 
cessful proportions. The 144 votes that 
remained to us in the Republican conven- 
tion assure us that we were not mistaken 
as to the undercurrent of public opinion 
on this question of politics in the public 
schools. and we have no doubt we shall 
— fully as much to encourage us in 

Democratic convention. Our principles, 

as I have given them, must remain un- 
„ whatever the dictum. of the s¢v- 
eral conventions. We realized when we 
began the movement that it is the first 
step that costs, and sometimes costs 
dearly. But we realize, also, that the 
pioneers in every reform. that is worthy 
the name, must have the nerve to endure 
odium and risk failure and failure for the 
chance of success. At any rate the end is 
not yet—till November. Thanking you for 
the opportunity to place our case before 
the public.

It’s a curious thing, but 
I've always accomplished the thing I

This note he struck again and again. 
In his marvellous life full of ‘toil and un- 
rest, the fact of succeeding had been 80 
mysterious it seemed like predestination, 
perhaps it was, who shall say? ‘‘Now 
just see,” he went on. “I wanted to go 
on to the mountains, but the party was 
turning back. The very night before they 
started east I fell and broke my arm. I 
couldn't travel, so they just left me there 
with my pardner. That night I became 
delirious. When I came to myself I was 
in the tent of an Omaha chief. His name 
was White Buffalo, and he became my 
228 and helped me in every way pos- 
sible. 

“So without any effort on my part I 
was dropped right into an Indian life. 
I seemed always to be following the 
genius of this new art whose home was in 
the West. I thought of it so much I 
eame to make a personality of it. I felt 


‘I must seek her in the mountain fastnesses 


of the West. I wanted to.go to the very 
heart of the wilderness, and then come to 
the mountains. I went all through them. 
I met the mountain animals, I killed them, 
grizzlies, sheep, wolves. The Indians 
brought me specimens also. Their interest 
and criticism would make many a white 
man ashamed of himself. They made no 
mistakes about men or animals. I went 
to the heart’s core of our American wilder- 
ness. It yielded up its most carefully- 
guarded secrets to me.“ 

As these scenes came crowding back 


upon him he became tremendously dra- 


matic. He dropped into the sign language, 
he dramatized the Indians and spoke their 
dialect. He told stories cf their hospitality, 


of their home life, of their treatment of 


him, almost invariably kind. I drew out 
that he had lived with the Crows, the 
Omahas, the Brute Siouxs, the Shoshones, 
the Araphahoes and several other tribes. 
He told of their games, of their life in the 
tents. 

“They’re fine as the Greeks, only differ- 
ent, of course,“ he said. “I am going to do 
a series of studies of them at their games 
and their hunting. Nothing finer in the 
world. They’d make a superb frieze.” 

„How did their life in general impress 


| you?” I asked. 


„As being very natural. They left you 
free to do as you liked. They did not sug- 
gest, but helped to do. I think I learned 
more there during that six months than 
at any other time, and right here let me 
say don’t make too much of my hunting. 
I was a hunter for a purpose—to study 
I am a scuptor of ani- 
mals from choice, not because it is easy. 
I expect to do more and more in the way 
of human figures.“

long. 

“well, now, you went back to New York 
after each trip?“ 

His face darkened and he made a ges- 
ture of defence. ‘‘Don’t ask me. I don’t 
like to think of that part of it.

“They did buy things occasionally?“ 

„Ves, I had friends who believed in me, 


Theodore Roosevelt, Julian Hawthorne. I 


had lovely friends there, couldn’t have 
lived without them.” 

“When did that trip abroad come in?“ 
I asked recalling him to the East?“ 

„In 1877 I went abroad to see what they 
would think of me over there. My friends 


‘all said I must doit. I didn’t want to go, 


and I nearly died when I did go. Home- 
sick all the time—miserable! Lost flesh. I 
don’t know what I would have done with- 
out Hawthorne. I went to England first 
and I held an exhibition there. Then I 
went to Paris. I stayed there until I put 
the buffalo and wolves into the salon, Oh, 
but I was homesick. When lI found my- 
self on shipboard with my nose pointed for 
America, I could have turned handsprings 
all over the deck. Since then, to make a 
short story out of it, I’ve had my studio 
in the East, but at every opportunity I’ve 
made pilgrimages to the wilderness. I don’t 
know that I’ve told you the things you 
needed to know.”

The time has been when the galléon 
and the carack strained at their hempen 
ground tackle at anchors six fathoms deep 
where the white windmill now stands 
within musket shot of the Crown and An- 
chor, and where the church spire darts 
the gleam of its weathercock above the 
green thickness of a huddle of dwarf 
trees near the little vicarage. .

A good many people 
Were entertained Saturday evening by the 
performance of the dig search ‘light, 
sttuated on the summit of Dcho Mountain. 
The light was made to penetrate nearly 
every corner of “Pasadena, was directed 
at various other points in the valley, and 
Los Angeles was made a target for the 
long, slender and penetrating ray of bril- 
Uant light. Those who were on Echo 
Mountain at the time could pick out va- 
rious streets in Los Angeles and had a 
good. view of the Republican procession. 
As the unusual light crept about here in 

4 „ it took a great many people by 
surprise, and, though the bright moon- 
light, which prevailed at the time, les- 
sened its effect, it made a pretty sight. 
‘When. the light was directed at the moun- 
tains, bringing into view first one peak 
and then another, it made a strange and 
pleasing sight. The light was run at 
scarcely more than one-half its full power, 
which is equal to 3,000,000 candles, as a 
gumcient current of electricity could not 
be generated by the plant now operated 
by the railroad company. 

On that occasion the electricity was for 
the first time generated by the new Pel- 
tom water wheel, which has been placed 
2 Rubio Canyon, and worked by a stream 

water forced by gravity through a 
noazie. Two small gen- 
érators, working tandem, were successfully 
operated by the water wheel, and made 
a current technically known as 140 am- 
peres. The new water plant was also 
tried on operating the railroad, firat on 
the incline and then brought ‘into play 
on ‘the trolley Hne as well, on account 
of a temporary hitch in the gas engine 
at the Altadena power-house. The water 

‘wheel supplied sufficient power for work- 
ing either the cable or the traction road, 
and may yet be made to replace the en- 
gine, for all purposes of the company, 
which would effect a great saving in sea- 
sons when the supply of water is not 80

REDLANDS, Sept. 9.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) George A. Cook, president of 
the Domestic Water Company, makes the 
statement over his own signature that the 
water turn into the Bear Valley Cana} 
every ten days from Mill Creek is below the 
point on the canal where..the water. 16 
diverted for the large reservoir, from 
which the most of the city is supplied 
with water for domestic purposes, and 
that no water is turned into the lower 
reservoir during the days when the filthy 
water from Mill Creek is turned. into 
the canal. It is certainly gratifying to 
know that the company is taking this pre- 
caution to prevent disease-breeding water 
finding its way into the homes of the citi- 
zens from this source. But it leaves’ the 
question in a worse shape than it would 
have been had the Mill Creek water been 
the source of all contamination of the wa- 
ter used for domestic purposes, for that 
could be fully eliminated by keeping all 
Mill Creek water out of the canal from 
which the domestic water is supplied. 
That the water supplied to a part of the 
city of Redlands is considered by many 
unfit for use for drinking, without boiling, 
and that they do boi) the water for such 
use is a fact, and it is a further fact that 
there is found in the water furnished for 
domestic purposes organic matter of both 
animal and vegetable nature. Whether 
there is a sufficient quanttity of these or- 
ganic substances: to be a source of dan- 
ger to health seems yet to be a matter 
cof opinion. It is a well-known fact to all 
who have given the subject attention that 
one part of organic matter in 20,000 parts 
of water is sufficient to class the water 
as dangerous to drink without first boll- 
ing it. The Domestic Water Company can 
have this determined very easily. Any 
analytical chemist ought to be able to 
determine the amount of organic matter 
in the water without difficulty. By taking 
the water from the taps at the houses in 
various parts of the city, and having the

Delicate Questions Likely to Arise 
Before the Matter is Definitely 
Settled — Queer Patch- 
work. 


That queer piece of Democratic patch- 
work, the Wilson-Gorman tariff bill, which 
‘was allowed to become a law because Mr. 
Cleveland did not have the moral courage 
to veto it, notwithstanding it did not meet 
his approval, promises to be a worse prob- 
lem to solve than the pigs-in-the-clover 
Puzzle. Not only this, but the expense of 
collecting the revenue wiil probably be 
very largely increased, to say nothing 
‘of the millions of dollars which will be 
lost by fauky punctuation and the careless, 
slouchy manner in which its provisions 
were drawn. And now it is claimed that 
the income tax is to be collected for the 
past year—at least an effort will be made 
to collect it, as will be seen by the fol- 
lowing Washington special to the San 
Francisco Examiner of Saturday: 

“Ou the Ist day of next January officials 
of the government ged with carrying 
into effect the provisions of the income 
tax will make an effort to ccilect the 
required percentage from those whose re- 
sources annually net them more than $4000. 
Some consternation will be created by the 
announcement of Internal Revenue Com- 
missicner Miller that each person subject 
to the act will be required to pay 2 per 
cent. on their earnings in excess of $4000 
fur the present calendar year. Miller holds 
that although the income tax became law

„Commissioner Miller said that he and 
Secretary Carlisle have not been able to 
prepare regulations to govern the repay- 
ment of internal revenue upon coer 
withdrawn for use in the arts. Owing to 
the very loose manner in which this clause 
of the tariff bill was drawn the utmost 
difficulty is experienced in drawing up 
regulations which will adequately protect 
the revenues of the government. while at 
the same time they do not put too many 
onerous restrictions upon honest men who 
are trying to live up to the law and at the 
same time receive its benefits. 

„A number of suggestions have been 
made by manufacturers in different parts 
of the country, and numerous. wholesale 
druggists, manufacturers of verfumeries, 
varnish and others affected by the law, 
who have been here in consultation with. 
the Secretary and Commissioner, but up 
to the present time nothing of a practical 
nature has been evolved from these con- 
sultations and suggestions. 

“The great thing to be guarded against 
is the temptation which the law throws 
in the way of dishonest concoctors of alco- 
-holic liquors. For instance. a barrel of 
high-preof alcohol might be turned into 


essential oils and sold by the person with- 
drawing alcohol to another, who, by the 
addition of water and flavoring extracts, 
could produce a barrel of low-grade Wh'sky, 
which could be disposed of at a handsome 
profit, even though. sold at a auarter of 
the price charged for the commonest 
whisky distilled in the regular manner and 
upon which the tax haa been paid. 

„Miller said that ten days mare will be 
given to manufacturers of medicines in 
which to suggest proper regulations, and 
if at the end of that period no satisfactory 
solution of the problem shall have been 
reached it is quite likely that the Secretary 
will decline to execute this portion of the 
law until Congress has taken some further 
action. He can readily do this, as the 
only way which now seems oben for the 
protection of e government is by the 
employment of an army of insnectors, and’ 
there is no appropriation for that pur- 
pose.
